short parugruph, will put out tlie ex¬ 
actly op|s»s«*si argument that horde* of 
vrorferr- leaving - ;uined Kuro|** wll' 
drive our wages to the lowest depth* 
ami plunge .»ur hit Hirers Into pauper¬ 
ism. Here In terrifying matter for 
cnmpolgii spoeehc.t, hut It Is only erude 
materiiil after nil. If French, (ieriimu, 
i’ngiisU and other KuropennH come siver 
here to get Job* they will U* hardly 
staying at botuo to compete wltli us. On 
the other band. If wuges tiers* are settled 
down by Immigration, then our com¬ 
petitive cost* of prmlui'tloti ought to 
lie lower—that la, If protectionist* an* 
correct In tlM*ir arguments tliut Euro¬ 
pean cheap lalior la the main factor in 
prsalucing European manufacture* 
cheaply. Pomtbly the Jors*mlahs are 
all wrong, however, Instead of l*»lng 
only half wrong, aa we’ve hinted. Wur 
alt ii cites people more firmly to their 
own land and their own ways, no Hint 
they will not leave unless* driven out by 
famine nr hy conquest, as the people of 
the I'liiiitiante were hy Isuii* XIV 
Otherwise they will restore their own 
for tlielr children's sake.
